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INTRODUCTION. 

The  General  Conference  of  1889  ordered  the  publication  of  a  hymnal  that 
mouid  be  fully  adapted  to  the  needs  of  our  church.  In  compliance  with 
these  instructions,  the  publishing  agent,  Rev.  W.  J.  Shuey,  arranged  for  its 
issue,  tiev.  E.  S.  Lorenz,  well  and  favorably  known  throughout  the  Church, 
was  asked  to  edit  it,  and  with  the  assistance  of  a  thoroughly  competent  com- 
mittee, nas  accomplished  his  task.  I  have  carefully  examined  it  in  every 
part,  and  cannot  see  where  any  improvement  can  be  made.  It  is  pre-eminently 
a  United  Brethren  Hymn -Book,  providing  as  it  does  for  every  phase  of  oui 
characteristic  church  life.  It  combines  the  solidity  and  stateliness  of  the 
standard  hymns  of  the  ages,  with  the  life  and  sprightliness  of  the  modern 
gospel  songs.  The  most  recent  songs  are  here  for  the  young  people,  while  the 
older  memoers  of  the  Church  will  hail  with  delight  the  reappearance  of  old 
songs  dear  to  the  hearts  of  many  of  us,  because  they  are  precious  and  good 
and  because  our  mothers  sang  them.  Meeting  every  need  of  the  public  serv- 
ice, revival  and  social  meetings,  the  Sunday-school,  and  the  family,  I  can 
most  cheerfully  recommend  this  collection  of  hymns  to  our  people,  and  trust 
that  it  will  speedily  be  permitted  to  bring  its  help  and  blessing  into  every 
United  Bretnren  church  in  our  broad  land,  and  beyond  the  seas,  and  tnat 
it  will  prove  one  of  the  many  tender  ties  that  unite  our  widely  scattered 
members.

PREFACE. 


To  be  useful,  a  hyrnnal  must  express  the  peculiar  type  of  Christianity 
characterizing  the  denomination  it  is  to  serve.  The  Church  of  the  United 
Brethren  in  Christ  emphasizes  the  necessity  of  Christian  experience — exper- 
imental religion,  the  fathers  would  have  phrased  it — and  recognizes  revival 
effort  as  the  characteristic  phase  of  its  church  activity;  hence,  its  hymnal 
must  furnish  ample  expression  for  its  full  and  varied  Christian  experience 
and  large  facilities  for  revival  work.  In  attempting  to  do  this,  the  other 
phases  of  church  life,  which  it  has  in  common  with  other  denominations, 
have  not  been  forgotten  or  ignored,  and  it  is  hoped  this  collection  of  hymns 
and  songs  will  be  found  as  full  and  symmetrical  as  the  church  life  it  seeks 
to  express. 

In  order  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  many  stages  of  literary  and  musical 
culture,  hymns  and  tunes  of  the  highest  artistic  merit  stand  side  by  side 
with  songs  whose  practical  value  and  spiritual  purpose  must  atone  for  lack 
of  literary  and  musical  grace. 

Doubtless  many  favorites  will  be  missed  from  these  pages,  but  the  body 
of  popular  sacred  songs  is  so  large  and  rich  that  it  was  impossible  to  include 
everything  desirable  in  so  small  a  volume. 

Typographical  beauty  lias  often  been  sacrificed  to  practical  needs.  The 
words  are  inserted  in  the  music  wherever  possible.  Alternative  tunes  may 
be  found  on  the  same  or  opposite  pages.  A  line  drawn  through  a  page 
Indicates  that  the  music  for  the  hymn  or  hymns  below  it  is  found  on  the 
opposite  page. 

To  the  many  brethren,  whose  number  makes  personal  mention  impossible, 
who  kindly  responded  to  a  call  for  suggestions  and  advice,  the  thanks  or  the 
editor  are  due.  While  all  could  not  be  accepted,  they  have  been  very  helpful, 
and  have  had  large  influence  in  giving  character  to  the  book.  The  valuable 
assistance  furnished  by  the  Advisory  Committee  deserves  most  kindly  and 
nearty  recognition.  The  owners  of  the  many  valuable  copyright  songs,  in 
connection  with  which  their  names  severally  appear,  will  accept  thanks  for 
the  kindness  which  so  greatly  enriches  these  pages. 

That  this  volume  will  prove  an  effective  instrument  in  the  hands  :  t  the 
workers  of  the  Church  of  the  United  Brethren  in  Christ  for  the  accomplish- 
jnent  of  great  and  lasting  good,  and  bring  to  many  hearts  the  same  comfort 
and  joy  which  its  preparation  brought  to  that  of  the  editor,  is  his  earnest 
hope  and  prayer.

Yet  have  I  set  my  King  upon  my  holy  hill  of  Zion. 

I  will  declare  the  decree:  the  Lord  hath  said  unto  me,  Thou  art  my  Son; 
this  day  have  I  begotten  thee. 

Ask  of  me,  and  I  shall  give  thee  the  heathen  for  thine  inheritance-  and 
the  uttermost  parts  of  the  earth  for  thy  possession. 

Thou  shalt  break  them  with  a  rod  of  iron;  thou  shalt  dash  them  in  pieces 
hiie  a  potter's  vessel. 

Be  wise  now  therefore,  O  ye  kings:  be  instructed,  yc  judges  of  the  earth. 

Serve  the  Lord  with  fear,  and  rejoice  with  trembling. 

Kiss  the  Son,  lest  he  be  angry,  and  yc  perish  from  the  xvay,  when  his  wrath 
is  kindled  but  a  little     Blessed  are  viU  *hev  fasti,  put  their  trust  in  him. 


14  PSALM  XVIII.  1-17;  30-35 

I  Wxt.fi  love  thee,  O  Lord,  my  strength. 

The  Lord  is  my  rock,  and  my  fortress,  and  my  deliverer;  my  God,  my 
strength,  in  whom  I  will  trust;  my  buckler,  and  the  horn  of  my  salvation? 
and  my  high  tower. 

I  will  call  upon  the  Lord,  who  is  worthy  to  be  praised:  so  shall  I  be  saved 
from  mine  enemies. 

The  sorrows  of  death  compassed  me,  and  the  floods  of  ungodly  men  maite 
me  afraid. 

The  burrows  of  hell  compassed  me  about:  the  snares  of  death  prevented  me. 

In  my  distress  I  called  upon  the  Lord,  and  cried  unto  my  God:  he  hejrd 
my  voicv  out  of  his  temple,  and  my  cry  came  before  him,  even  into  his  ears. 

Then  the  earth  shook  and  trembled;  the  foundations  also  of  the  hills 
moved  and  were  shaken,  because  he  was  wroth. 

There  went  up  a  smoke  out  of  his  nostrils,  and  fire  out  of  his  mouth  de- 
voured; coals  were  kindled  by  it. 

He  bowed  the  heavens  also,  and  came  down:  and  darkness  was  under  his  feet„ 

Ana  he  rode  upon  a  cherub,  and  did  fly:  yea,  he  did  fly  upon  the  wings 
of  the  wind. 

He  made  darkness  his  secret  place; 

His  pavilion  round  about  him  were  dark  waters  and  thick  clouds  of  the 
skies. 

At  tne  brightness  that  was  oefore  him  his  thick  clouds  passed,  hail  stones 
and  coais  of  fire. 

The  Lord  also  thundered  in  the  heavens,  and  the  Highest  gave  his  voice  ,- 
hail  stones  and  coals  of  fire. 

Yea,  ne  sent  out  his  arrows,  and  scattered  them;  and  he  shot  out  light- 
nings, a.ud  discomfited  them. 

Then  tlie  channels  of  waters  were  seen,  and  the  foundations  of  the  ivorld 
were  aiscovered  at  thy  rebuke,  O  Lord,  at  the  blast  of  the  breath  of  thy 
nostrils. 

He  went  from  above,  he  took  me,  he  drew  me  out  of  many  waters. 

He  delivered  me  from  my  strong  enemy,  and  from  them  which  hated 
me:  for  they  were  too  strong  for  me.  As  for  God,  his  way  is  perfect:  &\ 
word  of  the  Lord  is  tried: 

He  is  a  buckler  to  all  those  that  trust  in  him. 

For  who  is  God  save  the  Lord? 

Or  who  is  a  rock  save  our  God? 

It  is  God  that  girdeth  me  with  strength,  and  maketh  my  way  perfect. 

Hr  maketh  my  feet  like  hinds'  feet,  and  setteth  me  upon  my  high  places. 

He  teacheth  my  hands  to  war,  so  that  a  boiv  of  steel  is  broken  by  mine  arms. 

Thou  hast  also  given  me  the  shield  of  thy  salvation: 

And  thy  right  hand  hath  holden  me  up,  and  thy  gentleness  hath  made  me 
yrsat< 
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15  PSALM  XIX' 

The  heavens  declare  the  glory  of  God- 

And  the  firmament  sheweth  his  handywork. 

Day  unto  day  uttereth  speech 

And  night  unto  night  sheweth  knowledge. 

There  is  no  speech  nor  language,  where  their  voice  is  not  heard 

Their  line  is  gone  out  through  all  the  earth,  and  their  words  to  the  end  of 
the  world. 

In  them  hath  he  set  a  tabernacle  for  the  sun,  which  is  as  a  bridegroom 
coming  out  of  his  chamber,  and  rejoiceth  as  a  strong  man  to  run  a  race 

His  going  forth  is  from  the  end  of  the  heaven,  and  his  circuit  unto  the 
znds  of  it :  and  there  is  nothing  hid  from  the  heat  thereof 

The  law  of  the  Lord  is  perfect,  converting  the  soul 

The  testimony  of  the  Lord  is  sure,  making  wise  the  simple. 

The  statutes  of  the  Lord  are  right,  rejoicing  the  heart: 

The  commandment  of  the  Lord  is  pure,  enlightening  the  eyes. 

The  fear  of  the  Lord  is  clean,  enduring  forever: 

The  judgments  of  the  Lord  are  true  and  righteous  altogether. 

More  to  be  desired  are  they  than  gold,  yea,  than  much  fine  gold: 

Sweeter  also  than  honey  and  the  honeycomb. 

Moreover  by  them  is  thy  servant  warned:  and  in  keeping  of  them  there  is 
great  reward.  s 

Who  can  understand  his  errors?  cleanse  thou  me  from  secret  faults. 

Keep  back  thy  servant  also  from  presumptuous  sins;  let  them  not  have 
dominion  over  me:  then  shall  I  be  upright,  and  I  shall  be  innocent  from  the 
great  transgression. 

Let  the  ivords  of  my  mouth,  and  the  meditation  of  my  heart,  be  acceptable 
in  thy  sight,  O  Lord,  my  strength,  and  my  redeemer.

They  drop  upon  the  pastures  of  the  wilderness :  and  the  little  hills  rejoice 
on  every  side. 

The  pastures  are  clothed  with  flocks; 

The  valleys  also  are  covered  over  with  corn ;  they  shout  for  joy,  they  also  sing. 
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Give  the  king  thy  judgments,  O  God,  and  thy  righteousness  unto  the 
king's  son. 

He  shall  judge  thy  people  with  righteousness,  and  thy  poor  tvith  judgment* 

The  mountains  shall  bring  peace  to  the  people,  and  the  little  hills,  by 
righteousness. 

He  shall  judge  the  poor  of  the  people,  he  shall  save  the  children  of  the 
needy,  and  shall  break  in  pieces  the  oppressor. 

They  shall  fear  thee  as  tong  as  the  sun  and  moon  endure,  throughout  all 
generations. 

He  shall  come  doivn  like  rain  upon  the  mown  grass:  as  shoivers  that 
water  the  earth. 

In  his  days  shall  the  righteous  nourish;  and  abundance  of  peace  so  long 
as  the  moon  endureth. 

He  shall  have  dominion  also  from  sea  to  sea,  and  from  the  river  unto  the 
ends  of  the  earth. 

They  that  dwell  in  the  wilderness  shall  bow  before  him; 

And  his  enemies  shall  lick  the  dust. 

The  kings  of  Tarshish  and  of  the  isles  shall  bring  presents: 

The  kings  of  Sheba  and  Seba  shall  offer  gifts. 

Yea,  all  kings  shall  fall  down  before  him: 

AH  nations  shall  serve  him. 

For  he  shall  deliver  the  needy  when  he  crieth;  the  poor  also,  and  him  that 
lath  no  helper. 

He  shall  spare  the  poor  and  needy,  and  shall  save  the  soids  of  the  needy.

He  sendeth  out  his  word,  and  melteth  them:  lie  causeth  his  wind  to  blov>y 
and  the  waters  flow. 

He  sheweth  his  word  unto  Jacob,  his  statutes  and  his  judgments  unto- 
Israel. 

He  hath  not  dealt  so  tvith  any  nation;  and  as  for  his  judgments,  thejf 
have  not  known  them.    Praise  ye  the  Lord.

After  this  I  beheld,  and,  lo,  a  great  multitude,  which  **•*  man  could 
uutnber,  of  all  nations,  and  kindreds,  and  people,  and  tongues,  stood  before 
tne  throne,  and  before  the  Lamb,  clothed  with  white  robes,  and  palms  in 
their  hands; 

And  cried  with  a  loud  voice,  saying,  Salvation  to  our  God  which  sitteth 
upon  the  throne,  and  unto  the  Lamb. 

And  all  the  angels  stood  round  about  the  throne,  and  about  the  -alders  and 
the  four  beasts,  and  fell  before  the  throne  on  their  faces,  and  worshipped  God,

1  sought  the  Lord,  and  he  heard  me,  and  delivered  me  from  all  my  fears.

Will  the  Lord  cast  off  for  ever?  and  will  he  be  favourable  no  more? 

Js  his  mercy  clean  gone  for  ever ?  doth  his  promise  fail  for  evermore? 

Hath  God  forgotten  to  be  gracious?  hath  he  in  anger  shut  up  his  tender 
mercies? 

And  I  said,  This  is  my  infirmity:  but  I  will  remember  the  years  of  the 
right  hand  of  the  Most  High.

My  God,  my  God,  why  hast  thou  forsaken  me?  why  art  thou  so  far  from 
helping  me,  and  from  the  words  of  my  roaring? 

0  my  God,  I  cry  in  the  daytime,  but  thou  hearest  not;  and  in  the  night 
season,  and  am  not  silen 

But  thou  art  holy,  O  thou  that  inhabitest  the 'praises  of  Israel. 

Our  fathers  trusted  in  thee:  they  trusted,  and  thou  didst  deliver  them. 

They  cried  unto  thee,  and  were  delivered:  they  trusted  in  thee,  and  were 
not  confounded. 

But  I  am  a  worm,  and  no  man;  a  reproach  of  men,  and  despised  of  the 
people.

For  he  hath  not  despised  nor  abhorred  the  affliction  of  the  afflicted, 
neither  hath  he  hid  his  face  from  him;  but  when  he  cried  unto  him,  he 
heard. 

My  praise  shall  be  of  thee  in  the  great  congregation:  I  will  pay  my  vows 
before  them  that  fear  him. 

The  meek  shall  eat  and  be  satisfied :  they  shall  praise  the  Lord  that  seek 
him :  your  heart  shall  live  for  ever. 

All  the  ends  of  the  world  shall  remember  and  turn  unto  the  Lord:  and  all 
the  kindreds  of  the  nations  shall  worship  before  thee. 

For  the  kingdom  is  the  Lord's:  and  he  is  the  aovernor  among  the  nations. 

All  they  that  be  fat  upon  earth  shall  eat  and  worship:  all  they  that  go 
down  to  the  dust  shall  bow  before  him: 

And,  none  can  keep  alive  his  own  soul. 

A  seed  shall  serve  him;  it  shall  be  accounted  to  the  Lord  for  a  generation. 

They  shall  come,  and  shall  declare  his  righteousness  unto  a  people  that 
shall  be  born,  that  he  hath  done  this. 

41  PSALM  XX*?. 

Unto  thee,  O  Lord,  do  I  lift  up  my  soul. 

O  my  God,  I  trust  in  thee:  let  me  not  be  ashamed,  let  not  mine  enemies 
triumph  over  me. 

Yea,  let  none  that  wait  on  thee  be  ashamed:  let  them  be  ashamed  which 
transgress  without  cause. 

Shew  me  thy  ways,  O  Lord ;  teach  me  thy  vaths. 

Lead  me  in  thy  truth,  and  teach  me:  for  thou  art  the  God  of  my  salvation; 
on  thee  do  I  wait  all  the  day. 

Remember,  O  Lord,  thy  tender  mercies  and  thy  lovingkindnesses ;  for  they 
have  been  ever  of  old.

The  meek  will  he  guide  in  judgment:  and  the  meek  will  he  teach  his  way. 

All  the  paths  of  the  Lord  are  mercy  and  truth  unto  such  as  keep  hi» 
tovevani  and  his  testimonies. 

For  thy  name's  sake,  O  Lord,  pardon  mine  iniquity;  for  it  is  great. 
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What  man  is  he  that  feareth  the  Lord?  him  shall  he  teach  in  the  '<ay 
that  he  shall  choose. 

His  soul  shall  dwell  at  ease;  and  his  seed  shall  inherit  the  earth. 

The  secret  of  the  Lord  is  with  them  that  fear  him;  and  he  will  shew  f-Vwt 
his  covenant. 

Mine  eyes  are  ever  toward  the  Lord;  for  he  shall  pluck  my  feet  out  of  the  net. 

Turn  thee  unto  me,  and  have  mercy  upon  me;  for  I  am  desolate  and 
afflicted. 

The  troubles  of  my  heart  are  enlarged:  O  bring  thou  me  out  of  my  dist>  esses. 

Look  upon  mine  affliction  and  my  pain ;  and  forgive  all  my  sins. 

Consider  mine  enemies;  for  they  are  many;  and  they  hate  me  with  cruel 
hatred. 

0  keep  my  soul,  and  deliver  me:  let  vie  not  be  ashamed;  for  I  put  my 
trust  in  thee. 

Let  integrity  and  uprightness  preserve  me ;  for  I  wait  on  thee. 
Redeem  Israc-   O  God,  out  of  all  his  troubles. 

42  tsalm  xxxix. 

1  said,  I  will  take  heed  to  my  ways,  that  I  sin  not  with  my  tongue:  I  will 
keep  my  mouth  with  a  bridle,  while  the  wicked  is  before  me. 

L  %vas  dumb  with  silence,  I  held  my  peace,  even  from  good;  and  my  sor- 
row ivas  stirred. 

My  heart  was  hot  within  me;  while  I  was  musing  the  fire  burned:  then 
spake  I  with  my  tongue, 

,  Lord,  make  me  to  know  mine  end,  and  the  measure  of  my  days,  what  it 
is;  that  I  may  know  hoxo  frail  I  am. 

Behold,  thou  hast  made  my  days  as  a  handbreadth;  and  mine  age  is  as 
nothing  before  thee: 

Verily  every  man  at  his  best  state  is  altogether  vanity 

Surely  every  man  walketh  in  a  vain  shew:  surely  they  are  disquieted  in  vain: 

He  heapeth  up  riches,  and  knoweth  not  who  shall  gather  them. 

And  now,  Lord,  what  wait  I  for?  my  hope  is  in  thee. 

Deliver  me  from  all  my  transgressions:  make  me  not  the  reproach  of 
the  foolish. 

1  was  dumb,  I  opened  not  my  mouth;  because  thou  didst  it. 

Remove  thy  stroke  away  from  me:  1  am  consumed  by  the  blow  of  throe 
hand. 

When  thou  with  rebukes  dost  correct  man  for  iniquity,  thou  makest  his 
beauty  to  consume  away  like  a  moth:  surely  every  man  is  vanity 

Hear  my  prayer,  0  Lord,  and  give  ear  unto  my  cry ;  hold  not  thy  peace 
at  my  tears: 

For  I  am  a  stranger  with  thee,  and  a  sojourner,  as  all  my  fathers  were. 

0  spare  me,  that  I  may  recover  strength,  before  I  go  hence,  and  be  nc 
more. 
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43  PSALM  XL. 

j  waited  patently  for  the  Lord;  and  he  inclined  unto  me,  and  heard  my  cry. 

He  brought  me  up  also  out  of  an  horrible  pit,  out  of  the  miry  clay., 

And  set  my  feet  upon  a  rock,  and  established  my  goings. 

And  he  hath  put  a  new  song  in  my  mouthy  even  praise  unto  our  God: 

Many  shall  see  it,  and  fear,  and  shall  trust  in  the  Lord. 

Blessed  is  that  man  that  maketh  the  Lord  his  trusty  and  respecteth  not  the 
nroud,  nor  such  as  turn  aside  to  lies. 

Many,  O  Lord  my  God,  are  thy  wonderful  works  which  thou  hast  done,  and 
thy  thoughts  which  are  to  usward: 

They  cannot  be  reckoned  up  in  order  unto  thee :

Let  them  be  driven  backward  and  put  to  shame  that  wish  me  evil. 

Let  them  be  desolate  for  a  reioard  of  their  shame  that  say  unto  me. 
Aha,  aha. 

Let  all  those  that  seek  thee  rejoice  and  be  glad  in  thee:  let  such  as  lov.-* 
Lby  salvation  say  continually,  The  Lord  be  magnified. 

But  L  am  poor  and  needy ;  yet  the  Lord  thinketh  upon  me:  thou  art  my 
help  and  my  deliverer     make  no  tarrying,  0  my  God. 

44  PSALM  XLII. 

As  the  hart  panteth  after  the  water  brooks,  so  panteth  my  soul  after  thee, 
O  God. 

M-y  soul  thirsteth  for  God,  for  the  living  God:  when  shall  I  come  and 
v^pear  before  God  ? 
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My  tears  have  been  my  meat  day  and  night,  while  they  continually  say 
unto  me,  Where  is  thy  God? 

When  I  remember  these  things,  I  pour  out  my  soul  in  me:  for  I  had  gone 
with  the  multitude,  I  went  with  them  to  the  house  of  God,  with  the  voice  of 
joy  and  praise,  with  a  multitude  that  kept  holy  day. 

Why  art  thou  cast  down,  O  my  soul?  and  why  art  thou  disquieted  in  me? 
hope  thou  in  God:  for  I  shall  yet  praise  him  for  the  help  of  his  countenance. 

0  my  God,  my  soul  is  cast  down  within  me:  therefore  03x11  1  remember 
thee  from  the  land  of  Jordan,  and  of  the  Hermonites,  from  the  hill  Mizar. 

Deep  calleth  unto  deep  at  the  noise  of  thy  waterspouts:  all  thy  waves  and 
thy  billows  are  gone  over  me. 

Yet  the  Lord  will  command  his  lovingkindness  in  the  daytime,  and  in  ths> 
night  his  song  shall  be  with  me,  and  my  prayer  unto  the  God  of  my  life.

Make  me  to  hear  joy  and  gladness;  that  the  bones  ivhich  thou  hast  broken 
may  rejoice. 

Hide  thy  face  from  my  sins,  and  blot  out  all  mine  iniquities. 

Create  in  me  a  clean  heart,  0  God;  and  renew  a  right  spirit  within  m-e. 

Cast  me  not  away  from  thy  presence;  and  take  not  thy  Holy  Spirit  from  me. 

Restore  unto  me  the  joy  of  thy  salvation ;  and  uphold  me  with  thy  free 
Spirit. 

Then  will  I  teach  transgressors  thy  ways;  and  sinners  shall  be  converted 
unto  thee.

He  loveth  righteousness  and  judgment:  the  earth  is  full  of  the  goodness  of 
r.he  Lord. 

By  the  word  of  the  Lord  were  the  heavens  made ; 

And  all  the  host  of  them  by  the  breath  of  his  mouth. 

He  gathereth  the  waters  of  the  sea  together  as  a  heap: 

He  layeth  up  the  depth  in  storehouses. 

Let  all  the  earth  fear  the  Lord :  let  all  the  inhabitants  of  the  world  stand 
in  awe  of  him. 

For  he  spake,  and  it  was  done;  he  commanded,  and  it  stood  fast. 

The  Lord  bringeth  the  counsel  of  the  heathen  to  naught: 

He  maketh  the  devices  of  the  people  of  none  effect. 

The  counsel  of  the  Lord  standeth  for  ever,  the  thoughts  of  his  heart  to  ail 
generations. 
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Blessed  is  the  nation  whose  God  is  the  Lord; 

And  the  people  whom  he  hath  chosen  for  his  own  inheritance. 

The  Lord  looketh  from  heaven;  he  beholdeth  all  the  sons  of  men. 

From  the  place  of  his  habitation  he  looketh  upon  all  the  inhabitant*  of 
th*  earth. 

He  fashioneth  their  hearts  alike;  he  considereth  all  their  works. 

There  is  no  king  saved  by  the  multitude  of  an  host : 

A  mighty  man  is  not  delivered  by  much  strength. 

An  horse  is  a  vain  thing  for  safety :  neither  shall  he  deliver  any  by  hit 
gr*at  strength. 

Behold,  the  eye  of  the  Lord  is  upon  them  that  fear  him,  upon  them  that 
nope  in  his  mercy; 

To  deliver  their  soul  from  death,  and  to  keep  them  alive  in  famine. 

Our  soul  waiteth  for  the  Lord:  he  is  our  help  and  our  shield. 

For  our  heart  shall  rejoice  in  him,  because  we  have  trusted  in  his  holy 
name. 

Let  thy  mercy,  O  Lord,  be  upon  us,  according  as  we  hope  in  thee. 

54  PSALM  XXXVII. 

Fi«ET  not  thyself  because  of  evil  doers,  neither  be  thou  envious  against  the 
workers  of  iniquity. 

For  they  shall  soon  be  cut  down  like  the  grass,  and  wither  as  the  green 
herb. 

Trust  in  the  Lord,  and  do  good;  so  shalt  thou  dwell  in  the  land,  and  verily 
thou  shalt  be  fed. 

Delight  thyself  also  in  the  Lord;  and  he  shall  give  thee  the  desires  of 
thine  heart. 

Commit  thy  way  unto  the  Lord:  trust  also  in  him;  and  he  shall  bring  it 
to  pass. 

And  he  shall  bring  forth  thy  righteousness  as  the  light,  and  thy  judgment 
as  the  noonday. 

Rest  in  the  Lord,  and  wait  patiently  for  him: 

Fret  not  thyself  because  of  him  who  prospereth  in  his  way,  because  of 
the  man  who  bring eth  wicked  devices  to  pass. 

A  little  that  a  righteous  man  hath  is  better  than  the  riches  of  maoy 
wicked. 

For  the  arms  of  the  wicked  shall  be  broken:  but  the  Lord  upholdeth  the 
righteous. 

The  Lord  kuoweth  the  days  of  the  upright:  and  their  inheritance  shall  be 
for  ever. 

They  shall  not  be  ashamed  in  the  evil  time:  and  in  the  dags  of  famine 
they  shall  be  satisfied. 

But  the  wicked  shall  perish,  and  the  enemies  of  the  Lord  shall  be  a*  the 
fat  of  lambs.* 
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They  shall  consume ;  into  smoke  shall  they  consume  away. 

The  wicked  borroweth,  and  payeth  not  again:  but  the  righteous  sheweth 
mercy,  and  giveth. 

For  such  as  be  blessed  of  him  shall  inherit  the  earth;  and  they  that  be 
cursed  of  him  shall  be  cut  off. 

The  steps  of  a  good  man  are  ordered  by  the  Lord:  and  he  delighteth  in 
his  way. 

Though  he  fall,  he  shall  not  be  utterly  cast  down :  for  the  Lord  upholdeih 
him  with  his  hand. 

I  have  been  young,  and  now  am  old;  yet  have  I  not  seen  the  righteous  for- 
saken, nor  his  seed  begging  bread. 

Wait  on  the  Lord,  and  keep  his  way,  and  he  shall  exalt  thee  to  inherit  the 
land :  when  the  wicked  are  cut  off,  thou  shalt  see  it. 

I  have  seen  the  wicked  in  great  power,  and  spreading  himself  like  a  green 
bay  tree. 

Yet  he  passed  away,  and,  lo,  he  was  not:  yea,  I  sought  him,  but  he  could 
not  be  found. 

Mark  the  perfect  man,  and  behold  the  upright:  for  the  end  of  that  man 
is  peace. 

But  the  transgressors  shall  be  destroyed  together:  the  end  of  the  wicked 
shall  be  cut  off. 

But  the  salvation  of  the  righteous  is  of  the  Lord:  he  is  their  strength  in  the 
tone  of  trouble. 

And  the  Lord  shall,  help  them,  and  deliver  them:  he  shall  deliver  them 
from  the  wicked,  and  save  them,  because  they  trust  in  him. 

55  PSALM  XLVL 

God  is  our  refuge  and  strength,  a  very  present  help  in  trouble. 

Therefore  will  not  we  fear,  though  the  earth  be  removed,  and  though  the 
mountains  be  carried  into  the  midst  of  the  sea ; 

Though  the  waters  thereof  roar  and  be  troubled,  though  the  mountains 
shake  with  the  swelling  thereof. 

There  is  a  river,  the  streams  whereof  shall  make  glad  the  city  of  God,  the 
holy  place  of  the  tabernacles  of  the  Most  High. 

God  is  in  the  midst  of  her,  she  shall  not  be  moved;  God  shall  help  hej\  and 
that  right  early. 

The  heathen  raged,  the  kingdoms  were  moved:  he  uttered  his  voice-  the 
earth  melted. 

The  Lord  of  hosts  is  with  us;  the  God  of  Jacob  is  our  refuge. 

Come,  behold  the  works  of  the  Lord,  what  desolations  he  hath  made  in 
the  earth. 

He  maketh  wars  to  cease  unto  the  end  of  the  earth; 

Me  breaketh  the  bow,  and  cutielh  the  spear  in  sunder:  he  burneth  ttut 
chariot  in  the  fire. 
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Be  still,  and  know  that  I  am  God:  I  will  be  exalted  among  the  heathen,  I 
will  be  exalted  in  the  earth. 

The  Lord  of  hosts  is  with  us;  the  God  oj  oacob  is  our  refuge. 

56  PSALM  XCI. 

He  that  dwelleth  in  the  secret  place  of  the  Most  High  shall  abide  under 
the  shadow  of  the  Almighty. 

7  will  say  of  the  Lord,  He  is  my  refuge  and  my  fortress :  my  God;  in  him 
will  I  trust 

Surely  he  shall  deliver  thee  from  the  snare  of  the  fowler,  and  from  the 
noisome  pestilence. 

He  shall  cover  thee  with  his  feathers,  and  under  his  wings  shalt  thou 
trust :  his  truth  shall  be  thy  shield  and  buckler. 

Thou  shalt  not  be  afraid  for  the  terror  by  night;  nor  for  the  arrow  that 
flieth  by  day; 

Nor  for  the  pestilence  that  walketh  in  darkness;  nor  for  the  destruction 
that  wasteth  at  noonday. 

A  thousand  shall  fall  at  thy  side,  and  ten  thousand  at  thy  right  hand;  but 
it  shall  not  come  nigh  thee. 

Only  ivith  thine  eyes  shalt  thou  behold  and  see  the  reward  of  the  wicked. 

Because  thou  hast  made  the  Lord,  which  is  my  refuge,  even  the  Most 
High,  thy  habitation; 

There  shall  no  evil  befall  thee,  neither  shall  any  plague  come  nigh  thy 
dwelling. 

For  he  shall  give  his  angels  charge  over  thee,  to  keep  thee  in  all  thy  ways. 

They  shall  bear  thee  up  in  their  hands,  lest  thou  dash  thy  foot  against  a 
stone. 

Thou  shalt  tread  upon  the  lion  and  adder:  the  young  lion  and  the  dragon 
shalt  thou  trample  under  feet. 

Because  he  hath  set  his  love  upon  me,  therefore  will  I  deliver  him:  I  will 
set  him  on  high,  because  he  hath  known  my  name. 

He  shall  call  upon  me,  and  I  will  answer  him:  I  will  be  with  bim  in 
trouble;  I  will  deliver  him,  and  honour  him. 

With  long  life  will  I  satisfy  him,  and  shew  him  my  salvation. 

57  ISAIAH  XL.  1-17,  28-31. 

Comport  ye,  comfort  ye  my  people,  saith  your  God. 

Speak  ye  comfortably  to  Jerusalem,  and  cry  unto  her,  that  her  warfare  is 
accomplished,  that  her  iniquity  is  pardoned:  for  she  hath  received  of  the 
Lord's  hand  double  for  all  her  sins 

The  voice  of  him  that  crieth  in  the  wilderness,  Prepare  ye  the  way  of  tin 
Lord,  make  straight  in  the  desert  a  highway  for  our  God. 

livery  valley  shall  be  exalted,  and  every  mountain  and  hill  shall  be  mad* 
tow:  and  the  crooked  shall  be  made  straight,  and  the  rough  places  plain. 
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And  the  glory  of  the  Lord  shall  be  revealed,  and  all  flesh  shall  see  it  to. 
gether:  for  the  mouth  of  the  Lord  hath  spoken  it. 

The  voice  said,  Cry.  And  he  said,  What  shall  I  cry?  All  flesh  is  grass, 
and  all  the  goodliness  thereof  is  as  the  flower  of  the  field : 

The  grass  withereth,  the  flower  fadeth;  because  the  spirit  of  the  Lord 
bloweth  upon  it:  surely  the  people  is  grass. 

The  grass  withereth,  the  flower  fadeth:  but  the  word  of  our  God  shall 
stand  for  ever. 

O  Zion,  that  bringest  good  tidings,  get  thee  up  into  the  high  mountain;  O 
Jerusalem,  that  bringest  good  tidings,  lift  up  thy  voice  with  strength; 

Lift  it  up,  be  not  afraid;  say  unto  the  cities  of  Judah,  Behold  your  God! 

Behold,  the  Lord  God  will  come  with  strong  hand,  and  his  arm  shall  rule 
for  him:  behold,  his  reward  is  with  him,  and  his  work  before  him. 

He  shall  feed  his  flock  like  a  shepherd :  he  shall  gather  the  lambs  with  his  arm, 
and  carry  them  in  his  bosom,  and  shall  gently  lead  those  that  are  with  young. 

Who  hath  measured  the  waters  in  the  hollow  of  his  hand,  and  meted  out 
heaven  with  the  span,  and  comprehended  the  dust  of  the  earth  in  a  measure, 
and  weighed  the  mountains  in  scales,  and  the  hills  in  a  balance? 

Who  hath  directed  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord,  or  being  his  counsellor  hath 
taught  Mm? 

With  whom  took  he  counsel,  and  who  instructed  him,  and  taught  him  in 
the  path  of  judgment,  and  ikught  him  knowledge,  and  shewed  to  him  the  way 
Of  understanding? 

Behold,  the  nations  are  as  a  drop  of  a  bucket,  and  are  counted  as  the  small 
dust  of  the  balance:  behold,  he  taketh  up  the  isles  as  a  very  little  thing. 

And  Lebanon  is  not  sufficient  to  burn,  nor  the  beasts  thereof  sufficient  for 
a  burnt  offering. 

All  nations  before  him  are  as  nothing ;  and  they  are  counted  to  him  less 
ihan  nothing,  and  vanity. 

Hast  thou  not  known?  hast  thou  not  heard,  that  the  everlasting  God,  the 
Lord,  the  Creator  of  the  ends  of  the  earth,  fainteth  not,  neither  is  wearyi 
there  is  no  searching  of  his  understanding. 

He  giveth  power  to  the  faint;  and  to  them  that  have  no  might  he  in- 
ereaseth  strength. 

Even  the  youths  shall  faint  and  be  weary,  and  the  young  men  shall 
atterly  fall: 

But  they  that  wait  upon  the  Lord  shall  reneiv  their  strength;  they  shall 
mount  up  with  wings  as  eagles ;  they  shall  run,  and  not  be  weary ;  and  they 
shall  walk,  and  not  faint. 

58  ISAIAH  LII:  1-10. 

Awake,  awake,  put  on  thy  strength,  O  Zion;  put  on  thy  beautiful  gar 
ments,  O  Jerusalem,  the  holy  city: 

For  henceforth  there  shall  no  more  come  into  thee  the  uncircumeised  and 
Pie  unclean. 
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Shake  thyself  from  the  dust;  arise,  and  sit  down,  O  Jerusalem: 

Loose  thyself  from  the  bands  of  thy  neck,  O  captive  daughter  of  Zion. 

For  thus  saith  the  Lord,  Ye  have  sold  yourselves  for  nought;  and  ye  shaii 
be  redeemed  without  money. 

For  thus  saith  the  Lord  God,  My  people  went  down  aforetime  into  Egypt 
io sojourn  there;  and  the  Assyrian  oppressed  them  without  cause. 

Now  therefore,  what  have  I  here,  saith  the  Lord,  that  my  people  is  taken 
away  for  nought?  they  that  rule  over  them  make  them  to  howl,  saith  the 
Lord:  and  my  name  continually  every  day  is  blasphemed. 

Therefore  my  people  shall  know  my  name :  therefore  they  shall  know  in 
lliat  day  that  I  am  he  that  doth  speak:  behold,  it  is  I. 

How  beautiful  upon  the  mountains  are  the  feet  of  him  that  bringeth  good 
tidings,  that  publisheth  peace; 

That  bringeth  good  tidings  of  good,  that  publisheth  salvation;  that  saith 
unto  Zion,  Thy  God  reigneth! 

Thy  watchmen  shall  lift  up  the  voice;  with  the  voice  together  shall  thej 
sing: 

For  they  shall  see  eye  to  eye,  when  the  Lord  shall  bring  again  Zion. 

Break  forth  into  joy,  sing  together,  ye  waste  places  of  Jerusalem: 

For  the  Lord  hatfi  comforted  his  people,  he  hath  redeemed  Jerusalem. 

The  Lord  hath  made  bare  his  holy  arm  in  the  eyes  of  all  the  nations; 

And  all  the  ends  of  the  earth  shall  see  the  salvation  of  our  God. 

f>9  ISAIAH  LV. 

Ho,  every  one  that  thirsteth,  come  ye  to  the  waters,  and  he  that  hath  nc 
money,  come  ye,  buy,  and  eat;  yea,  come,  buy  wine  and  milk  without  money 
and  without  price. 

Wherefore  do  ye  spend  money  for  that  which  is  not  bread?  and  your 
labour  for  thai  which  satisfieth  not?  hearken  diligently  unto  me,  and  eat  ye 
that  which  is  good,  and  let  your  soul  delight  itself  in  fatness. 

Incline  your  ear,  and  come  unto  me:  hear,  and  your  soul  shall  live;  and  ] 
will  make  an  everlasting  covenant  with  you,  even  the  sure  mercies  of  David. 

Behold,  I  have  given  him  for  a  witness  to  the  people,  a  leader  and  com- 
mander to  the  people. 

Behold,  thou  shalt  call  a  nation  that  thou  knowest  not,  and  nations  that 
knew  not  thee  shall  run  unto  thee,  because  of  the  Lord  thy  God,  and  for  the 
Holy  One  of  Israel;  for  he  hath  glorified  thee. 

Seek  ye  the  Lord  while  he  may  be  found,  call  ye  upon  him  while  he  is 
near: 

Let  the  wicked  forsake  his  way,  and  the  unrighteous  man  his  thoughts: 

And  let  him  return  unto  the  Lord,  and  he  will  have  mercy  upon  him;  and 
to  our  God,  for  he  will  abundantly  pardon. 

For  my  thoughts  are  not  your  thoughts,  neither  are  your  ways  my  ways, 
saith  the  Lord. 
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For  as  the  heavens  are  higher  than  the  earth,  so  are  my  ways  higher  than 
vour  tcays,  and  my  thoughts  than  your  thoughts. 

For  as  the  rain  cometh  down,  and  the  enow  from  heaven,  and  returneth 
not  thitner,  but  watereth  the  earth,  and  maketh  it  bring  forth  and  bud,  that 
it  may  give  seed  to  the  sower,  and  bread  to  the  eater: 

So  shall  my  word  be  that  goeth  forth  out  of  my  moutn:  it  shall  not  return 
unto  me  void,  but  it  shall  accomplish  that  which  I  please,  and  it  shall  prosper 
in  ihe  thing  whereto  I  sent  it. 

For  ye  shall  go  out  with  joy,  and  be  led  forth  with  peace: 

The  mountains  and  the  hills  shall  break  forth  before  you  into  singing,  and 
all  the  trees  of  the  field  shall  clap  their  hands. 

Instead  of  the  thorn  shall  come  up  the  fir  tree,  and  instead  of  the  brier 
shall  come  up  the  myrtle  tree: 

And  it  shall  be  to  the  Lord  for  a  name,  for  an  everlasting  sign  that  shall 
not  be  cut  off. 

60  '  MATTHEW  V:  1-12. 

And  seeing  the  multitudes,  he  went  up  into  a  mountain:  and  when  he  was 
set,  his  disciples  came  unto  him: 

And  he  opened  his  mouth,  and  taught  them,  saying, 

Blessed  are  the  poor  in  spirit:  for  theirs  is  the  kingdom  of  heaven. 

Blessed  are  they  that  mourn:  for  they  shall  be  comforted. 

Blessed  are  the  meek:  for  they  shall  inherit  the  earth. 

Blessed  are  they  which  do  hunger  and  thirst  after  righteousness :  for  they 
shall  be  filled. 

Blessed  are  the  merciful:  for  they  shall  obtain  mercy. 

Blessed  are  the  pure  in  heart :  for  they  shall  see  God. 

Blessed  are  the  peacemakers:  for  they  shall  be  called  the  children  of  God. 

Blessed  are  they  which  are  persecuted  for  righteousness'  sake:  for  tlieirs 
i»  the  kingdom  of  heaven. 

Blessed  are  ye,  when  men  shall  revile  you,  and  persecute  you,  ana  shall  say 
all  manner  of  evil  against  you  falsely,  for  my  sake. 

Rejoice,  and  be  exceeding  glad:  for  great  is  your  reward  in  heaven:  for 
so  persecuted  they  the  prophets  which  were  before  you. 

61  JOHN  XIV:  1-20. 

Let  not  your  heart  be  troubled:  ye  believe  in  God,  believe  also  in  me. 

In  my  Father's  house  are  many  mansions:  if  it  were  not  so,  I  toould  have 
told  you.    I  go  to  prepare  a  place  for  you. 

And  if  I  go  and  prepare  a  place  for  you,  I  will  come  again,  and  receive  you 
unto  myself;  that  where  I  am,  there  ye  may  be  also. 

And  whither  I  go  ye  know,  and  the  way  ye  know. 

Thomas  saith  unto  him,  Lord,  we  know  not  whither  thou  goest;  and  how 
can  we  know  the  way? 
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Jesus  saith  unto  him,  I  am  the  way,  the  truth,  and  the  life:  no  man  cometh 
unto  the  Father,  but  by  me. 

If  ye  had  known  me,  ye  should  have  known  my  Father  also:  and  from. 
henceforth  ye  know  him,  and  have  seen  him. 

Philip  saith  unto  him,  Lord,  shew  its  the  Father,  and  it  sufficeth  us. 

Jesus  saith  unto  him,  Have  I  been  so  long  time  with  you,  and  yet  ha^c; 
thou  not  known  me,  Philip?  he  that  hath  seen  me  hath  seen  the  Father;  and 
how  sayest  thou  then,  Shew  us  the  Father? 

Believest  thou  not  that  lam  in  the  Father,  and  the  Father  in  me?  the 
words  that  I  speak  unto  you  I  speak  not  of  myself:  but  the  Father  that 
dwelleth  in  me,  he  doeth  the  works. 

Believe  me  that  I  am  in  the  Father,  and  the  Father  in  me:  or  else  believe 
me  for  the  very  works'  sake. 

Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you,  He  that  believeth  on  me,  the  loorks  tJiat  I  do 
shall  he  do  also;  and  greater  works  than  these  shall  he  do;  because  I  go  unto 
my  Father. 

And  whatsoever  ye  shall  ask  in  my  name,  that  will  I  do,  that  the  Father 
may  be  glorified  in  the  Son. 

If  ye  shall  ask  any  thing  in  my  name,  I  will  do  it. 

If  ye  love  nae,  keep  my  commandments. 

And  I  will  pray  the  Father,  and  he  shall  give  you  another  Comforter,  that 
he  may  abide  with  you  for  ever 

Even  tne  Spirit  of  truth;  whom  the  world  cannot  receive,  because  it  seeto 
him  not,  neither  knoweth  him:  but  ye  know  him;  for  he  dwelleth  witn  you, 
and  shall  be  in  you 

I  will  not  leave  you  comfortless:  I  will  come  to  you 

Yet  a  little  while,  and  the  world  seeth  me  no  more;  but  ye  see  me:  be- 
cause I  live,  ye  shall  live  also. 

At  that  day  ye  shall  know  that  I  am  in  my  Father,  and  ye  in  me,  and  1 
in  you. 

62  I.  CORINTHIANS  XIII. 

Though  I  speak  with  the  tongues  of  men  and  of  angels,  and  have  not 
charity,  I  am  become  as  sounding  brass,  or  a  tinkling  cymbal. 

And  though  I  have  the  gift  of  prophecy,  and  understand  all  mysteries, 
ind  all  knowledge ;  and  though  I  have  all  faith,  so  that  I  could  remove 
mountains,  and  have  not  charity,  I  am  nothing. 

And  though  I  bestow  all  my  goods  to  feed  the  poor,  and  though  I  give  my 
body  to  be  burned,  and  have  not  charity,  it  pronteth  me  nothing. 

Charity  suffereth  long,  and  is  kind ;  charity  envieth  not ;  charity  vaunleth 
not  itself,  is  not  puffed  up, 

Doth  not  behave  itself  unseemly,  seeketh  not  her  own,  is  not  easily  pro- 
voked, thinketh  no  evil; 

Rejoiceth  not  in  iniquity,  but  rejoiceth  in  the  truth: 
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Beareth  all  things,  believeth  all  things,  hopeth  all  things,  endureth  all 
things 

Charity  never  faileth:  but  whether  there  be  prophecies,  they  shall  fail; 
whether  there  be  tongues,  they  shall  cease;  whether  there  be  knotvledge,  it 
shall  vanish  away. 

For  we  know  in  part,  and  we  prophesy  in  part. 

But  when  that  which  is  verfect  is  come,  then  that  which  is  in  part  shall 
be  done  aioay. 

When  I  was  a  child,  I  spake  as  a  cnnd,  I  understood  as  a  child,  I  thought 
as  a  child: 

But  when  I  oecame  a  man,  I  put  away  childish  things. 

For  now  we  see  through  a  glass,  darkly;  but  then  face  to  face:  now  I  know 
in  part;  but  then  shall  I  know  even  as  also  I  am  known. 

And  now  abideth  faith,  hope,  charity,  these  three;  but  the  greatest  of 
these  is  charity. 

63  REVELATION  XXI:  1-12;  22-27. 

And  I  saw  a  new  heaven  and  a  new  earth:  for  the  first  heaven  and  the  first 
earth  were  passed  away;  and  there  was  no  more  sea. 

And  I  John  saw  the  holy  city,  new  Jerusalem,  coming  down  from,  God 
out  of  heaven,  prepared  as  a  bride  adorned  for  her  husband. 

And  I  heard  a  great  voice  out  of  heaven  saying,  Behold,  the  tabernacle  of 
God  is  with  men,  and  he  will  dwell  with  them,  and  they  shall  be  his  people, 
and  God  himself  shall  be  with  them,  and  be  their  God. 

And  God  shall  wipe  away  all  tears  from  their  eyes;  and  there  shall  be  no 
more  death,  neither  sorrow,  nor  crying,  neither  shall  there  be  any  more  pain  ■ 
for  the  former  things  are  passed  away. 

And  he  that  sat  upon  the  throne  said,  Behold,  I  make  all  things  new.  And 
he  said  unto  me,  Write:  for  these  words  are  true  and  faithful. 

And  he  said  unto  me,  It  is  done.  I  am  Alpha  and  Omega,  the  beginning 
and  the  end.  I  will  give  unto  him  that  is  athirst  of  the  fountain  of  the  water 
of  life  freely. 

He  that  overcome'th  shall  inherit  all  things; 

And  I  will  be  his  God,  and  he  shall  be  my  son. 

But  the  fearful,  and  unbelieving,  and  the  abominable,  and  murderers,  and 
whoremongers,  and  sorcerers,  and  idolaters,  and  all  liars,  shall  have  their  part 
in  the  lake  which  burneth  with  fire  and  brimstone: 

Which  is  the  second  death. 

And  there  came  unto  me  one  of  the  seven  angels  which  had  the  seven  vials 
full  of  the  seven  last  plagues,  and  talked  with  me,  saying,  Come  hither,  I  will 
shew  thee  the  bride,  the  Lamb's  wife. 

And  he  carried  me  away  in  the  spirit  to  a  great  and  high  mountain,  and 
shewed  me  that  great  city,  the  holy  Jerusalem,  descending  out  of  heaven 
from  God,  having  the  glory  of  God: 
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And  her  light  was  like  unto  a  stone  most  precious,  sven  like  a  jasper  stone, 
clear  as  crystal*  and  had  a  wall  great  and  h  j"h,  and  had  twelve  gates,  and  at 
the  gates  twelve  angels,  and  names  written  thereon,  which  are  the  names  of 
the  twelve  tribes  of  the  children  of  Israel: 

And  I  saiv  no  temple  therein :  for  the  Lord  God  Almighty  and  the  Lamb 
ore  the  temple  of  it. 

And  the  city  had  no  need  of  the  sun,  neither  of  the  moon,  to  shine  in  it 

For  the  glory  of  God  did  lighten  it,  and  the  Lamb  is  the  light  thereof. 

And  the  nations  of  them  which  are  saved  shall  walk  in  the  light  of  it:  and 
the  kings  of  the  earth  do  bring  their  glory  and  honour  into  it. 

And  the  gates  of  it  shall  not  be  shut  at  all  by  day:  for  there  shall  be  no 
night  there. 

And  they  shall  bring  the  glory  and  honour  of  the  nations  into  it. 

And  there  shall  in  no  wise  enter  into  it  any  thing  that  defileth,  neither 
whatsoever  worketh  abomination,  or  maketh  a  lie :  but  they  which  are  written 
in  the  LamVs  book  of  life. 

64  EEVELATION  XXII. 

And  he  shewed  me  a  pure  river  of  water  of  life,  clear  as  crystal,  pijceeding 
out  of  the  throne  of  God  and  of  the  Lamb. 

In  the  midst  of  the  street  of  it,  and  on  either  side  of  the  river,  was  there 
the  tree  of  life,  which  bare  twelve  manner  of  fruits,  and  yielded  her 
fruit  every  month:  and  the  leaves  of  the  tree  were  for  the  healing  of  the 
nations. 

And  there  shall  be  no  more  curse:  but  the  throne  of  God  and  of  the  Lamb 
shall  be  in  it;  and  his  servants  shall  serve  him: 

And  they  shall  see  his  face ;  and  his  name  shall  be  in  their  foreheads. 

And  there  shall  be  no  night  there;  and  they  need  no  candle,  neither  light 
of  the  sun; 

For  the  Lord  God  giveth  them  light:  and  they  shall  reign  for  ever 
and  ever. 

And  he  said  unto  me,  These  sayings  are  faithful  and  true:  and  the  Lord 
God  of  the  holy  prophets  sent  his  angel  to  shew  unto  his  servants  the  things 
which  must  shortly  be  done. 

Behold,  I  come  quickly :  blessed  is  he  that  keepeth  the  sayings  of  the  proph- 
ecy of  this  book. 

And  I  John  saw  these  things,  and  heard  them.  And  when  I  had  heard  and 
seen,  I  fell  down  to  worship  before  the  feet  of  the  angel  which  shewed  mej 
these  things. 

Then  saith  he  unto  me,  See  thou  do  it  not:  for  I  am  thy  fellow  servant, 
and  of  thy  brethren  the  prophets,  and  of  them  which  keep  the  sayings  of  this 
book:  worship  God. 

Ar.d  he  saith  unto  me,  Seal  not  the  sayings  of  the  prophecy  of  this  book, 
for  the  time  is  at  hand 
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He  that  is  unjust,  let  him  be  unjust  still:  and  he  which  is  filthy,  let  him 
be  filthy  still:  and  he  that  is  righteous,  let  him  be  righteous  still:  and  he  that 
is  holy,  let  him  be  holy  still. 

And,  behold,  I  come  quickly;  and  my  reward  is  with  me,  to  give  every  man 
according  as  his  work  shall  be. 

I  am  Alpha  and  Omega,  the  beginning  and  the  end,  the  first  and  the  last. 

Blessed  are  they  that  do  his  commandments,  that  they  may  have  right  to 
the  tree  of  life,  and  may  enter  in  through  the  gates  into  the  city. 

For  without  are  dogs,  and  sorcerers,  and  whoremongers,  and  murderers, 
and  idolaters,  and  whosoever  loveth  and  maketh  a  lie. 

I  Jesus  have  sent  mine  angel  to  testify  unto  you  these  things  in  the 
churches.  I  am  the  root  and  the  offspring  of  David,  and  the  bright  and 
morning  star. 

And  the  Spirit  and  the  bride  say,  Come. 

And  let  him  that  hearetn  say,  Come.   And  let  him  that  is  athirst  come. 

And  whosoever  will,  let  him  take  the  water  of  life  freely. 

For  I  testify  unto  every  man  that  heareth  the  words  of  the  prophecy  of 
this  book.  If  any  man  shall  add  unto  these  things,  God  shall  add  unto  him 
the  plagues  that  are  written  in  this  book: 

And  if  any  man  shall  take  away  from  the  words  of  the  book  of  this 
prophecy,  God  shall  tafce  away  his  part  out  of  the  book  of  life,  and  out  of 
the  holy  city,  and  from  the  things  which  are  written  in  this  book. 

He  whicn  testmetn  tnese  tnings  saith,  Surely  I  come  quickly:  Amen. 
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CHR I S  TIXC  J&.S 

'65  ISAIAH  IX:  2-7. 

The  people  that  walked  in  darkness  have  seen  a  great  light 

They  that  dwell  in  the  land  of  the  shadow  of  death,  upon  them  hath  the 
■light  shined. 

Thou  hast  multiplied  the  nation,  and  not  increased  the  joy: 

They  joy  before  thee  according  to  the  joy  in  harvest,  and  as  men  rejoice 
when  they  divide  the  spoil. 

For  thou  hast  broken  the  yoke  of  his  burden,  and  the  staff  of  his  shoulder, 
"the  rod  of  his  oppressor,  as  in  the  day  of  Midian. 

For  every  battle  of  the  warrior  is  with  confused  noise,  and  garments 
rolled  in  blood ;  but  this  shall  be  with  burning  and  fuel  of  fire. 

For  unto  us  a  child  is  born,  unto  us  a  son  is  given:  and  the  government 
shall  be  upon  his  shoulder: 

And  his  name  shall  be  called  Wonderful,  Counsellor,  The  mighty  God, 
The  everlasting  Father,  The  Prince  of  Peace. 

Of  the  increase  of  his  government  and  peace  there  shall  be  no  end,  upon 
the  throne  of  David,  and  upon  his  kingdom,  to  order  it,  and  to  establish  it 
with  judgment  and  with  justice  from  henceforth  even  for  ever. 

The  zeal  of  the  Lord  of  hosts  will  perform  this.

And  they  came  with  haste,  and  found  Mary  and  Joseph,  and  the  babe 
lying  in  a  manger. 

And  when  they  had  seen  it,  they  made  known  abroad  the  saying  which  was 
told  them  concerning  this  child. 

And  all  they  that  heard  it  wondered  at  those  things  which  were  told  them 
by  the  shepherds. 

But  Mary  kept  all  these  things,  and  pondered  them  in  her  heart. 

And  the  shepherds  returned,  glorifying  and  praising  God  for  all  the 
things  that  they  had  heard  and  seen,  as  it  ivas  told  unto  them. 


66  MATTHEW  XXVIII:  1-10. 

In  the  end  of  the  Sabbath,  as  it  began  to  dawn  toward  the  first  day  of  the 
week,  came  Mary  Magdalene  and  the  other  Mary  to  see  the  sepulchre. 

And,  behold,  there  was  a  great  earthquake:  for  the  angel  of  the  Lord  de- 
scended from  heaven,  and  came  and  rolled  back  the  stone  from  the  door,  and 
sat  upon  it. 

His  countenance  was  like  lightning,  and  his  raiment  white  as  snow. 

And  for  fear  of  him  the  keepers  did  shake,  and  became  as  dead  men. 

And  the  angel  answered  and  said  unto  the  women,  Fear  not  ye:  for  I  know 
that  ye  seek  Jesus,  which  was  crucified. 

He  is  not  here:  for  he  is  risen,  as  he  said.  Come,  see  the  place  where  the 
Lord  lay 

And  go  quickly,  and  tell  his  disciples  that  he  is  risen  from  the  dead;  and, 
behold,  he  goeth  before  you  into  Galilee;  there  shall  ye  see  him:  io,  I  have 
told  you 

And  they  departed  quickly  from  the  sepulchre  with  fear  and  great  joy; 
ind  did  run  to  bring  his  disciples  word. 

And  as  they  went  to  tell  his  disciples,  behold,  Jesus  met  them,  saying,  All 
hail.    And  they  came  and  held  him  by  the  feet,  and  worshipped  him. 

Then  said  Jesus  unto  them,  Be  not  afraid:  go  tell  my  brethren  that  they 
gn  into  Galilee,  and  there  shall  they  see  me 

I.  CORINTHIANS  XV:  20-26,  5.1-58. 
Bvp  now  is  Christ  risen^rom  the  dead,  and  become  the  first  fruits  of  them 

ifar  since  by  man  came  death,  by  man  came  also  the  resurrection  of  the  dead. 
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For  as  in  Adam  all  die,  even  so  in  Christ  shall  all  be  made  alive. 

But  everv  man  in  his  own  order:  Christ  the  first  fruits;  afterward  they 
that  are  Chrisfs  at  his  coming. 

Then  cometh  the  end,  when  he  shall  have  delivered  up  the  kingdom  to 
God,  even  the  Father;  when  he  shall  have  put  down  all  rule,  and  all  authority 
and  power. 

For  he  must  reign,  till  he  hath  put  all  enemies  under  his  feet. 

The  last  enemy  that  shall  be  destroyed  is  death. 

Behold,  I  sheio  you  a  mystery;  We  shall  not  all  sleep,  but  we  shall  all  be 
changed, 

In  a  moment,  in  the  twinkling  of  an  eye,  at  the  last  trump: 

For  the  trumpet  shall  sound,  and  the  dead  shall  be  raised  incorruptible, 
and  we  shall  be  changed. 

For  this  corruptible  must  put  on  incorruption,  and  this  mortal  must  put 
on  immortality. 

So  when  this  corruptible  shall  have  put  on  incorruption,  and  this  mortal 
shall  have  put  on  immortality,  then  shall  be  brought  to  pass  the  saying  that 
is  written,  Death  is  swallowed  up  in  victory. 

O  death,  where  is  thy  sting? 

O  grave,  where  is  thy  victory? 

The  sting  of  death  is  sin;  and  the  strength  of  sin  is  the  law. 

But  thanks  ba  to  God,  which  giveth  tis  the  victory  through  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ. 

Therefore,  my  beloved  brethren,  be  ye  steadfast,  unmoveable,  always 
abounding  in  the  work  of  the  Lord,  forasmuch  as  ye  know  that  your  labour  is 
not  in  vain  in  the  Lord. 
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67  SELECTIONS. 

The  Lord  looked  down  from  heaven  upon  the  children  of  men  to  see  if 

there  were  any  that  did  understand  and  seek  God. 

They  are  all  gone  aside,  they  are  altogether  become  filthy:  there  is  noru 
that  doeth  good,  no,  not  one. 

The  whole  world  lieth  in  wickedness;  they  are  all  under  sin. 

For  all  have  sinned  and  come  short  of  the  glory  of  God. 

The  Son  of  man  is  come  to  seek  and  to  save  that  which  is  lost. 

For  whosoever  shall  call  upon  the  name  of  the  Lord  shall  be  saved. 

How  then  shall  they  call  on  him  in  whom  they  have  not  believed?  And 
how  shall  they  believe  in  him  of  whom  they  have  not  heard? 

And  how  shall  they  hear  without  a  preacher?  And  how  shall  they  preach, 
except  they  be  sent?  For  it  pleased  God  by  the  foolishness  of  preaching  tc 
save  them  that  believe. 
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Mow  beautiful  are  the  feet  of  them  that  preach  the  gospel  of  peace  and 
itcmg  glad  tidings  of  good  things. 

Go  ye,  therefore,  and  teach  all  nations,  baptizing  them  in  the  name  of  the 
Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  teaching  them  to  observe  all 
things  whatsoever  I  have  commanded  you. 


Now  there  were  in  the  church  that  was  at  Antioch  certain  prophets  and 
teachers. 

As  they  ministered  to  the  Lord,  and  fasted,  the  Holy  Ghost  said,  Separate 
me  Barnabas  and  Saul  for  the  work  ivkereunto  I  have  called  them. 

And  when  they  had  fasted  and  prr.-ed,  and  laid  their  hands  on  them.  the* 
'Sent  them  away. 

So  they,  being  sent  forth  by  the  Holy  Ghozt,  departed  unto  Seleucia. 

Now  when  they  had  gone  throughout  Plirygia  and  the  region  of  Galatia, 
and  were  forbidden  of  the  Holy  Ghost  to  preach  the  word  in  Asia, 

After  tJiey  were  come  to  Mysia,  they  assayed  to  go  into  Bithynia:  but  the 
Spirit  suffered  them  not. 

And  a  vision  appeared  to  Paul  in  the  night;  there  stood  a  man  of  Mace- 
donia, and  prayed  him,  saying,  Come  over  into  Macedonia,  and  help  us. 

And  after  he  had  seen  the  vision,  immediately  we  endeavored  to  go  into 
Macedonia,  assuredly  gathering  that  the  Lord  had  called  us  for  to  preach 
the  gospel  unto  them. 

Therefore  seeing  we  have  this  ministry,  as  we  have  received  mercy  we 
faint  not; 

But  have  renounced  the  hidden  things  of  aishonesty,  not  walking  in 
craftiness,  nor  handling  the  word  of  God  deceitfully; 

But  by  manifestation  of  the  truth  commending  ourselves  to  every  man's 
conscience  in  the  sight  of  God. 

But  if  our  Gospel  be  hid,  it  is  hid  to  them  that  are  lost : 

In  whom  the  god  of  this  world  hath  blinded  the  minds  of  them  whicn 
believe  not,  lest  the  light  of  the  glorious  gospel  of  Christ,  who  is  the  image 
of  God,  should  shine  unto  them. 

For  God,  who  commanded  the  light  to  shine  out  of  darkness,  hath  shined 
in  our  hearts,  to  give  the  light  of  the  knowledge  of  the  glory  of  God  in  the. 
face  of  Jesus  Christ. 

But  we  have  this  treasure  in  earthen  vessels,  that  the  excellency  of  the 
power  may  be  of  God,  and  not  of  us. 

We  having  the  same  spirit  of  faith,  according  as  it  is  written,  I  believed. 
and  therefore  have  I  spoken ;  we  also  believe,  and  therefore  speak. 

Knowing  that  he  which  raised  up  the  Lord  Jesus  shall  raise  up  us  also  by 
Jesus,  and  shall  present  us  with  you. 

For  which  cause  we  faint  not;  but  though  our  outward  man  perisn,  ye* 
ike  inward  man  is  renewed  day  by  day. 
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For  our  light  affliction,  which  is  but  for  a  moment,  worketh  for;  usa  fai 
diore  exceeding  and  eternal  weight  of  glory. 

While  we  look  not  at  the  things  which  are  seen,  but  at  the  things  which 
are  not  seen:  for  the  things  which  are  seen  are  temporal;  but  the'  things 
which  are  not  seen  are  eternal. 


Arise,  shine:  for  thy  light  is  come,  and  the  glory  of  the  Lord  is  risen 
upon  thee 

The  Gentiles  shall  come  to  thy  light,  and  kings  to  the  brightness  of  thy 
rising. 

Lift  up  thine  eyes  round  about,  and  see:  all  they  gather  tnemseives  to- 
gether, they  come  to  thee;  thy  sons  shall  come  from  far,  and  thy  daughters 
shall  be  nursed  at  thy  side. 

Awake,  aivake;  put  on  thy  strength,  O  Zion;  put  on  thy  beautiful  gar- 
ments, O  Jerusalem,  the  holy  city:  for  henceforth  there  shall  no  more  come 
unto  thee  the  uncircumcised  and  the  uncled. 

The  Gentiles  shall  see  thy  righteousness,  and  all  kings  thy  glory:  and  thou 
shalt  be  called  by  a  new  name,  which  the  mouth  of  the  Lord  shall  name. 

I  am  sought  of  them  that  asked  not  for  me ;  I  am  found  of  them  that 
nought  me  not:  I  said,  Behold  me,  behold  me,  unto  a  nation  that  was  not 
called  by  my  name. 

The  Gentiles  shall  come  unto  thee  from  the  ends  of  the  earth,  and  shall 
say,  Surely  our  fathers  have  inherited  lies,  vanity,  and  things  wherein  there  is 
do  profit. 

It  shall  come  to  pass,  that  from  one  new  moon  to  another,  shall  all  flesh 
come  to  worship  before  me,  saith  the  Lord. 

They  shall  teach  no  more  every  man  his  neighbor,  and  every  man  his 
brother,  saying,  Know  the  Lord:  for  they  shall  all  know  me,  from  the  least  of 
them  unto  the  greatest  of  them,  saith  the  Lord:  for  I  will  forgive  their  in- 
iquity, tnd  I  will  remember  their  sin  no  more. 

In  the  days  of  these  kings  shall  the  God  of  heaven  set  up  Or  kingdom^ 
which  shall  never  be  destroyed:  and  the  kingdom  shall  not  be  left  to  other 
people,  but  it  shall  break  in  pieces  and  shall  consume  all  these  kingdoms  and 
it  shall  stand  forever. 
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Wine  is  a  mocker,  strong  drink  is  raging:    and  whosoever  is  deotrr*'* 
thereby  is  not  wise. 

Be  not  among  win-ebibbers ;  among  riotous  eaters  of  flesh: 
For  the  drunkard  and  the  glutton  shall  come  to  poverty: 
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And  drowsiness  shall  clothe  a  man  with  rags. 

Who  hath  woe?  who  hath  sorrow?  who  hath  contentions?  who  hath  bai> 
bling?  who  hath  wounds  without  cause?  who  hath  redness  of  eyes? 

They  that  tarry  long  at  the  wine;  they  that  go  to  seek  mixed  wine. 

Look  not  thou  upon  the  wine  when  it  is  red,  when  it  giveth  his  colour  in 
the  cup,  when  it  moveth  itself  aright. 

At  the  last  it  biteth  like  a  serpent,  and  stingeth  like  an  adder. 

Yea,  thou  shalt  be  as  he  that  lieth  down  in  the  midst  of  the  sea,  or  as  he 
that  lieth  upon  the  top  of  a  rnast. 

They  have  stricken  me,  shalt  thou  say,  and  I  was  not  sick;  they  hav« 
beaten  me,  and  I  felt  it  not:  when  shall  I  awake?  I  ivill  seek  it  yet  again. 


Woe  to  the  crown  of  pride,  to  the  drunkards  of  Ephraini,  whose  glorious 
beauty  is  a  fading  flower,  which  are  on  the  head  of  the  fat  valleys  of  them  that- 
are  overcome  with  wine! 

Woe  unto  them  that  rise  up  early  in  the  morning,  that  they  may  follow 
ntrong  drink;  that  continue  until  night,  till  wine  inflame  them. 

And  the  harp  and  the  viol,  the  tabret  and  pipe,  and  wine,  are  in  their 
feasts:  but  they  regard  not  the  work  of  the  Lord,  neither  consider  the  opera- 
tion of  his  hands. 

Therefore  my  people  are  gone  into  captivity,  because  they  have  no  knoivl- 
edge :  and  their  honourable  men  are  famished,  and  their  multitude  dried  up 
with  thirst. 

Therefore  hell  hath  enlarged  herself,  and  opened  her  mouth  without 
measure:  and  their  glory,  and  their  multitude,  and  their  pomp,  and  he  tha 
rejoiceth,  shall  descend  into  it. 

Awake,  ye  drunkards,  and  weep;  and  howl,  all  ye  drinkers  of  ivine. 

Woe  unto  him  that  giveth  his  neighbour  drink,  that  puttest  thy  bottle  to 
him,  and  makest  him  drunken  also,  that  thou  mayest  look  on  their  nakedness  I 

Woe  unto  them  that  call  evil  good,  and  good  evil; 

That  put  darkness  for  light,  and  light  for  darkness;  that  put  bitter 
for  sweet,  and  sweet  for  bitter! 

Woe  unto  them  that  are  wise  in  their  own  eyes,  and  prudent  in  their  own 
aigh  t ! 

Woe  unto  them  that  are  mighty  to  drink  wine,  and  men  of  strength  te 
mingle  strong  drink. 

Which  justify  the  wicked  for  reward,  and  take  away  the  righteousness  of 
the  righteous  from  him! 


So  then  every  one  of  us  shall  give  account  of  himself  to  God. 

Ijct  us  not  therefore  judge  one  another  any  more;  but  judge  this  rather 
that  no  man  put  a  atumbling-block  or  an  occasion  to  fall  in  his  brother** 
wait. 
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I  know,  and  am  persuaded  by  the  Lord  Jesus,  that  there  is  nothing  un- 
clean of  itself: 

But  to  him  that  ezieemeth  any  thing  to  be  unclean,  to  him  it  is  unclean. 

iiut  if  thy  brother  be  grieved  with  thy  meat,  now  walkest  thou  not 
charitably. 

Destroy  not  him  with  thy  meat  for  whom  Christ  died. 

Let  not  then  your  good  be  evil  spoken  of:  for  the  kingdom  of  God  is  not 
rneat'and  drink; 

But  righteousness,  and  peace,  and  joy  in  the  Holy  Ghost. 

Let  us  therefore  follow  after  the  things  which  make  for  peace,  and  things 
whereby  one  may  edify  another. 

It  is  good  neither  to  eat  flesh,  nor  to  drhik  xvine,  nor  anything  rvhereby 
thy  brother  stumbleth,  or  is  offended,  or  is  made  loeak. 

We  then  that  are  strong  ought  to  bear  the  infirmities  of  the  weak,  and  not 
to  please  ourselves. 

For  none  of  us  liveth  to  himself,  and  no  man  dieth  to  himself.
